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received our first orders ready for patients, and, previously stated, 
the hospital being suitable condition, description the nursing 
staff and accommodations will interesting. 

bring clearly mind the American character the under- 
taking, necessary make but three statements: First, the steamship 
Maine, the Atlantic Transport Line, the sister ship the hospital 
ship Missouri. the latter was placed the disposal the United 
States Government for the use the sick and wounded during the 
Spanish-American War, the former was tendered Mr. Bernard Baker, 
Baltimore, Maryland (president the line), the British Govern- 
ment for similar service during the South African War spirit 
“splendid generosity.” Included the loan the ship was the gift 
the amount necessary for the maintenance the crew, which repre- 
sented altogether from fifteen thousand dollars twenty thousand dol- 
lars month, and this was done “in the cause humanity and inter- 
national sympathy.” 

Secondly, the equipping this ship hospital originated 
with Mrs. Blow, the wife the manager one the richest 
syndicates South Africa, secretary the Great Shiba also 
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American, who, with the assistance and advice Lady Randolph 
Churchill, formed committee known The Executive Committee 
the American Hospital Ship Fund,” which, with this general committee, 
included most the influential American women England. Thus 
organized, the sum necessary, thirty thousand pounds (one hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars), carry the idea into effect was quickly sub- 
scribed, and the steamship Maine, formerly freight ship, was speedily 
transformed into the semblance hospital. 

Thirdly, intensify the character the work, after receiving per- 
mission from the War-Office authorities London, was decided 
compose the medical and nursing staff American graduates, and the 
assistance Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, New York, was requested and 
granted. The service rendered Mrs. Whitelaw Reid during the 
Spanish-American War was inestimable value, and securing her 
sympathy and co-operation the committee were congratulated. 

Mrs. Reid was delegated the work selecting the medical and 
nursing staff and the number orderlies required. This task, which 
was difficult itself, was made more the fact that time was 
limited. Many days were devoted entirely this work. Miss 
Wadley, graduate Bellevue Hospital, was most interested assistant. 
The nursing staff the Maine finally composed one superintending 
sister, four nursing sisters, viz.: Miss Ludekins, graduate Phila- 
delphia Hospital, Philadelphia; Miss Manly, graduate Presby- 
terian Hospital, Philadelphia; Miss MacPherson, graduate 
Rhode Island Hospital, Providence, Rhode Island; and Miss Sara Mac- 
Veau, graduate Bellevue Hospital, New York City, and eleven men, 
graduates the Mills Training-School, connected with Bellevue Hos- 
pital, New York City. The names these nurses are: Messrs. 
Kuder, most whom have seen hospital-ship service during the 
Spanish-American War, having served the Topeka and Solace. 

The nursing department thus fully equipped competent nurses, 
who are assisted number orderlies, who are mostly Americans. 

The work transforming the ship into suitable haven for sick 
and wounded soldiers finally completed. 

Needless say, immense amount work has been done. Prac- 
tically two new decks were built London,—a ’tween deck for some 
the wards and operating-room, and promenade deck. The main and 
decks give accommodation for patients. This constitutes the hos- 
pital proper, and consists five wards, named Whitelaw Reid,” con- 
taining thirty-nine beds; Britannia,” sixty-one; “Bernard Baker” 
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(officers’ ward), seventeen; “Columbia,” intended for convalescent 
patients, fifty-eight; and the “Committee” ward, for contagious dis- 
eases, contains four cots, making total one hundred and seventy-five. 
The changes made here have reduced somewhat the number beds, but 
the probable length time the patients would have spend board 
was taken into consideration, and was found advisable increase 
the facilities and space. 

The wards are all painted light green and are bright and cheerful. 
The equipment the wards all that can desired detail. The 
cots white enamelled iron run rows lengthwise the ship, and are 
provided with sliding bed-trays, head-rests, and pulleys extending from 
the ceiling, means which patient can easily change his position. 
The cots have movable sides, which need only used case rough 
sea. Each ward complete with needful accessories, medicine- and linen- 
chests and pantry equipment. lift elevator connects each ward 
with the promenade deck, greatly facilitating the reception patients 
and making feasible for bed patients brought deck, the cots 
being constructed make comfortable stretcher. 
lights, electric kettles, grills, and fans are each ward. The 
latter will find useful when the heat intense. 

toilet- and bath-room connected with each ward, but the accom- 
modation this respect leaves much desired. number movable 
bath-tubs have been supplied case should found advisable carry 
out the Brandt bath treatment fever cases. 

extract from one the London papers will give idea the 
impression made the operating-room English people: 

Maine has operating-chamber which for size and complete- 
ness equipment the most remarkable yet designed for South- 
African service, and the Réntgen-ray apparatus which has been supplied 
the vessel the finest have far seen. The space given the 
operating-room large enough admit one the latest patterned 
tables, with glass top, necessary complete antiseptic treatment. 
The chamber convenient touch with the wards.” 

The various storerooms upon which are dependent for our sup- 
plies are completely stocked and are divided into three departments— 
the medical comfort stores, personal equipment, and linen room. With 
the exception the linen store the supplies are nearly all contributions, 
and include not only necessaries, but many luxuries for the sick and 
wounded. 

The dispensary has been furnished firm London with medi- 
cines for year, and charge Messrs. Spotts and Haig, two 
pharmacists New York. 
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The medical department has five American surgeons. Surgeon 
Lieutenant-Colonel Heusman, command, represents the English Gov- 
ernment; Major Julian Cabell, Washington, C., second com- 
mand, charge the medical work, with Drs. Eugene Dodge, 
Arkansas; Rodman, New York; Weber, Philadelphia, and 
Hastings, New Jersey, charge wards. 

February 1900.—About three-forty-five this 
afternoon the train containing our patients arrived. The 
cars were all marked with the Geneva cross, and from the number 
heads that appeared the windows concluded that large number 
were board. Disembarking was immediately begun, and this was 
our first consignment, all patients were detailed Britannia Ward. 
Some were able walk down the broad, easy companion-way, others 
were assisted orderlies and attendants, while the majority were 
obliged come down the elevator. working above and below 
steadily and uniformly, sixty-one patients were received and assigned 
their cots, and five supper was served all. The meal consisted 
mutton broth, stewed chicken, bread and butter, pine-apple, and tea. 

The evening was occupied the surgeons attending the dress- 
ings wounds, etc., and the nurses giving baths. This consign- 
ment sixty-one men considered large for hospital ship receive 
one time. The Britannia Ward charge two head nurses, with 
two assistant nurses, two orderlies, two stewards, and one night nurse 
assigned duty. The nurses’ hours are from seven seven P.M. 

February 1900.—This morning found that the majority 
the patients were able up, and many were allowed deck. 
Books, magazines, games, and writing-paper were generally distributed 
Miss Eleanor Warrender, acting secretary for the hospital ship Maine. 
Many letters were written, describing, doubt, the terrible work the 
past two weeks, and the sisters” were often called upon write for 
the disabled soldiers.

A.M., rifle for our pillow and the sky for our blankets, for expected 
attack. daybreak showed itself found the enemy about five miles off. 
advanced, and eight o’clock were within two thousand yards, and 
our artillery was shelling them. But they were splendid position. the 
infantry the world could not have fetched them out. Anyhow, got the 
order advance, and soon did they began drop bullets, and shells 
came from all directions. Just fancy twenty thousand twenty-five thousand 
the enemy, all trenches, and advancing over flat ground. About 
dinner-time were falling dozens, but nobody cared, everybody acting like 
mad men. had not word say, but kept rushing till many were 
pulled bullet. Our company attacked kopje and got the 
Boer trenches, which cost seven men, one killed, six wounded. There were 
about twenty thirty Boers Only about four Boers escaped out 
twenty-five.”

February 1900.—Information was received that probably one 
hundred patients would assigned our ship this afternoon. was 
readiness when the train arrived from Maritzburg about the same 
time the day the first consignment, and seventy-nine men were 
handed over our care, making total one hundred and forty cases 
now board. The tired look and lagging step the soldier showed 
the severe strain had been under physically. The men were the 
Dublin Fusileers, Hussars, West Yorks, and Lancers. The wounded 
were mostly from Spion Kop and Colenso. News front 
most depressing, and the stories told the patients the impregnable 
positions occupied the Boers makes one fear that much blood will 
shed before Ladysmith relieved. Our patients all express themselves 
satisfied with their care and surroundings. 

February 12, 1900.—A very warm day. more patients expected. 
went over the hospital ship Nubia, formerly and steamer. 
were cordially received and entertained Colonel Hodder, com- 
manding officer (son the late Dr. Hodder, Toronto, Canada), and 
Captain Hennerly. Sister Binnie, the superintending sister, took 
over the ship, which seemed large compared the Maine, but was not 
complete hospital ship. returned the Maine the launch 
the Golden Eagle, yacht, the owner which has offered six beds 
for the use sick wounded officers. 

This evening Lady Randolph Churchill received message that her 
son Jack had been shot the left leg below the knee during reconnois- 
sance, and that would immediately sent down the Maine for 
care and nursing. 


February 13, 1900.—This afternoon brought ten wounded offi-

remarkable sign the times that the public gradually 
waking sense the value organized and official, compared 
with amateurish and dilettante, service from the women this country. 
The old-fashioned sentiment that the deeper woman buried any talent 
she might possess, and the more closely she wrapped napkin, the 
better she fulfilled her destiny, and the more womanly she was, fast 
dying out; and the warning against allowing any talent lie unused 
more generally accepted applying equally women and men. 
well that so, for the world has need every ounce talent 
contains. there amongst men such superabundance public spirit, 
devotion the public service, willingness sacrifice private in- 
terests public, coupled with general organizing power and ability, that 
the State and public boards can afford without any that are pos- 
sessed women 

The general qualifications women serve hospital other 
boards are precisely the same those men, although each has valuable 
special experience which the other has not, and which would lost with- 
out the services both. Many thoughtful people recognize this. Full 
recognition cannot hoped for till the citizenship women put 
sure basis the bestowal upon them their just right Parlia- 
mentary vote, the want which the root vast waste accumu- 
lated power. 

Without experience and training, neither men nor women can give 
their best. guide preliminary training may commend the 
notice those you who have not already read careful study 
that wonderful little book Baden-Powell’s Scouting,” which con- 
tains texts for many sermons? Read the book, and you will recognize 
what mean. Carry out its precepts your daily life, and your use- 
fulness for all time coming both public and private life will 
sensibly increased.

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tic arrangements hospital, large small, require the same kind 
knowledge, experience, and organizing power required for well-ordered 
private house. have therefore sympathy with frequently ex- 
pressed idea that women members are wanted the interests women 
and children only. Men need their services also. The ideal household 
woman well man the head it—those widowers not 
being specially distinguished for comfort. 

The dietary hospital patients must naturally fixed the 
physicians and surgeons charge, but they cannot expected, except 
cases very serious illness, pay attention the quality the 
food and the manner cooking and serving it. Variety food 
important for the officials, nurses, and general staff hospital, and 
this cannot secured without much thought and care. all such mat- 
ters competent women managers should accept full share respon- 
sibility. The kitchen employees will their work all the better they 
know that some the authorities are taking intelligent interest its 
results. The same thing applies the laundry, the linenry, and the 
clothing departments. The officials connected with them are entitled 
all the help which the knowledge and experience women members 
are able supply. Every worker, every one us, none the worse 
little criticism our work from some one who thoroughly under- 
stands although not actually engaged doing it. has been said that 
such matters may fittingly left the hands outside Ladies’ 
Committee. this most strongly disapprove, deprecate the as- 
sumption responsibility without power.* 

Nursing and the training nurses have been much the public 
mind late connection with our sick and wounded soldiers that 
think this fitting opportunity urge all women members hospital 
boards make diligent study the whole question.

Her rule should monarchial, but 
should limited monarchy—all important decisions and appointments being 


reported committee the Board Management, which the women 
members would naturally have seat. 
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recognized, accepted, general standard attainment certificated 
nurses corresponding, for example, that for teachers university 
students. teacher who holds diploma student who has taken 
university degree must have followed fixed minimum course train- 
ing, the value which and the subjects which anyone who takes the 
trouble inquire may easily ascertain. Such knowledge especially 
valuable with regard medical degrees. Nurses, however well trained, 
however efficient, physically, mentally, and morally, will never obtain 
either the position the pay which the best are entitled until the 
public have the means differentiating between the good and the bad, 
between those claiming high pay and those claiming lower, some other 
means than pleasant painful experience, the case may be, times 
sickness and distress. 

After much consideration, have come the conclusion that the 
remedy for the present unsatisfactory state matters will found 
comprehensive system State registration for nurses. This the 
interests the State, the general public, all hospital and private 
patients, and the nurses themselves. formulate such system 
will require the help the very best those women who have knowledge 
and experience nursing matters. must, said, comprehensive, 
must not grown mould, but planted like tree and allowed 
develop the sunshine good mental and moral influences. Exami- 
nation for admission each register should pass, and not competi- 
tive, and should entrusted some extent nurses position and 
experience. Pending registration, every hospital certificate should set 
forth the duration each branch training given, that employers 
may able judge nurse has had the experience qualifying her 
undertake the care any special case. 

Women who aspire nurses the first rank must, think, begin 
earlier than present customary learn their work. There dif- 
ference opinion the age which woman should enter the wards 
hospital for training. think you will all agree that that age 
twenty-four twenty-five, year two could most profitably spent 
preparatory study. There are many things which can only learned 
the wards hospital, but there are others which can equally well 
learned outside. know two hospitals—one Scotland and one 
England (there may others)—where systems preliminary training 
and examinations have been adopted with the best possible results. The 
survival the fittest insured, the immense advantage the pa- 
tients, who are thus delivered from the feckless ministrations ignorant 
and incompetent probationers. would have every candidate for hos- 
pital training attend lectures elementary physiology, anatomy, and 
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hygiene, and courses practice and demonstration cookery lessons, be- 
fore she sets foot hospital ward. She should also attend lectures 
general nursing, learning, amongst other things, how make and apply 
poultices and fomentations, make and apply bandages, take tem- 
peratures, and make the beds and change the sheets helpless patients. 
With such previous knowledge, her power profit ward training 
would increased tenfold. one need fear that better education 
would tempt nurses forget their position and assume responsibility 
which belongs the physician. the little knowledge that puffeth 
up, and the more thoroughly trained nurse is, the more clearly does 
she recognize where her duty and responsibility end. good nurse must 
something more than nurse, and ought able think about other 
things. Women managers must see that the nurses’ hours are not 
too long, and that the terms night duty are not unduly protracted. 
some hospitals—I glad say they are few—the night nurses are 
kept duty for consecutive period eleven months. For many this 
undue and unnecessary strain. 

suggestion has been made, and has been received with favor, that 
this country should have corps reserve among nurses numbering 
one thousand members. Judging from this last year’s experience, 
not too many. lies with women members hospital boards co- 
operate with hospital matrons seeing that their training shall the 
best, and that they shall have experience fever, well ordinary 
medical and surgical cases. 

For all the impression that the magnificent services Florence 
Nightingale the Crimean War have made the army medical authori- 
ties this country what the knowledge and experience women 
can accomplish, might imagined that they had never even heard 
her and her work. The United States America have recognized 
the importance her services our army, and woman has been 
appointed under the chief the War Department Medical Bureau 
who responsible for all arrangements for the nursing the 
soldiers time war.

this country. This society has branches every city and town Europe, 
but does not bear the same name everywhere: Bremen called 
Marthaheim, Weimar Paulinenslift, Paris Maison Hospitaliére (in 
the latter city are many homes for the different classes self-supporting 
women); they are found everywhere,—from Russia Germany, from 
Asia Scotland. 

Two years ago, while travelling Germany with mother, 
first learned these homes, and tried them with the happiest result, 
which now prompts tell them, that those colleagues 
who have longed for European trip may enabled for very 
small sum money living these homes. 

kind friend gave small pink-covered book, which contains 
the addresses all the homes Europe. The pink cover the book 
very significant; for any young woman travelling alone carrying 
one these books her hand taken care the railroad officials 
in-Germany, and very large cities, such Berlin, Hamburg, 
Bremen, woman who wears white band with pink cross around 
her left arm the lookout for every woman carrying the pink book. 
This woman helps the stranger with her luggage the station, but 
going out upon the street she removes the band about her arm and con- 
ducts her personally the home, where she received the kindest 
manner the Frau Oberin (matron), who takes her upstairs clean 
little room usually looking out upon quiet garden. The matron is, 
course, busy woman, but all those whom had the good fortune 
meet were each ideal her way and just the right person for the place. 

From the time one enters the home the day leaving one 
treated honored guest. These homes are all more less training- 
schools for domestics under the patronage woman, lady title, 
after whom these homes are named. few rooms each home are re- 
served fiir durchreisende Damen (ladies travelling through the city) 
order that the pupils training may learn practically how care for 
guest. And oh, the comfort it! But perhaps can convey more 
giving few experiences while guest the various homes. 

The Elisabeth Heim Dessau, where were received with the 
kindest hospitality and made thoroughly comfortable. There were 
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rules conform to. Our boots were blackened and dresses brushed, 
and for bathing had plenty hot water. the morning nice 
breakfast was waiting for the matron’s sitting-room, with the best 
china and embroidered cosey over the coffee-pot. The midday meal 
took with the rest the household. Supper had our own 
time the sitting-room. remained two nights and three days, and 
our bill was less than two dollars for mother and myself. The 
matron asked not fee anyone, but wished contribute the 
fund for aiding and securing places for unemployed girls would find 
brass contribution-box the hall.

She helped with luggage, went 
the Lloyd office with (in the street-cars she has the privilege 
riding free), then gave explicit directions find the home, she 
had wait for the next train. the home was the only guest and 
was made very comfortable. The supper was served the matron’s 
sitting-room, but she was too busy join me, found several inter- 
esting books the table near plate. The next morning Frau Walter, 
the kind woman who patiently stands draughty station meet and 
help women travelling alone, went with the train, secured 
seat, put things the rack, and waited till the train started. This 

was strange contrast former experiences Bremen,—a small, 
ill-ventilated room noisy hotel, with the porter too busy attend 
one’s luggage, and hurried, cold breakfast the morning departure 
steamer, with large bill addition.

ing the origin, nature, and treatment this all too prominent disease. 

When consider that not many years ago was questioned 
even physicians experience whether diphtheria was contagious 
not, see that great change has taken place our conception the 
disease. now generally recognized contagious disease, and the 
contagium—that is, the infectious material—is known definite 
micro-organism, and the danger the spread the disease lies the 
fact that the organism from the throat the affected individual may 
get into the throat healthy individual. 

While diphtheria may affect other parts the body, such the 
mucous membrane the eye mouth, wound the skin, 
found oftenest nose, throat, larynx. The organism, the Klebs- 
bacillus, usually lodges the throat the tonsil. may 
possibly find the field unfavorable for development, which case there 
will evidence the disease. other instances finds the soil 
favorable, multiplies, and produces the local evidences inflammation 
redness, swelling, and exudate. This exudate, the case this 
germ, characteristically rather firm, whitish grayish color, 
and adheres closely the underlying mucous membrane, that 
attempt made remove it, there frequently left bleeding surface. 
The diphtheria germ peculiar this,—that very rarely gains en- 
trance the body proper—that is, very rarely enters the blood. The 
question may asked, How, this the case, have such marked 
constitutional symptoms cases diphtheria?” The answer that the 
germ, multiplying the throat, some way produces most virulent 
poison, which the name diphtheria toxin has been applied. this 
poison that absorbed the lymphatics and veins, that enters the 
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blood, producing most profound toxemia, and this poison that, 
coming contact with all the cells and tissues the body, produces most 
serious changes nerves, muscles, heart-muscle, kidneys—in fact, all 
the organs the body. the absorption this poison from the 
tonsil from the nose the lymphatics that produces the swelling 
the lymphatic glands which forms such striking feature many cases 
diphtheria. These glands are apparently striving act barrier 
the too rapid dissemination the poison, and their efforts become 
swollen and frequently tender. some cases too there inflamma- 
tion the tissue around about the gland, causing diffuse, brawny 
infiltration the neck, though this case there often, will 
referred later on, mixed infection, and other organisms than the 
diphtheria germ are work. 

There are great differences the clinical manifestations diph- 
theria met with different individuals. These differences depend 
upon different numbers the organism, different degrees virulence 
the germ, different amounts toxin produced, differences the viru- 
lence the toxin, the rapidity absorption, the resisting power the 
individual, and his ability eliminate the poison. see here why, 
virulent diphtheria germs attack individual who already de- 
bilitated, with lowered resisting power, whose kidneys are perhaps 
poor eliminators, the disease may run rapidly fatal course. the 
other hand, milder germs attack individual whose resisting power 
great, whose eliminating power also great, the disease may run 
mild course. 

There are great variations the local well constitutional 
manifestations the disease. some instances the throat shows but 
very slight exudate, and the diagnosis can only made careful 
bacteriological examination. others the exudate has such charac- 
teristic color and spreads rapidly over the tonsil and the soft palate 
the back the throat, out into the nose, and even out the 
upper lip, that without bacteriological examination easy mat- 
ter recognize the nature the disease. 

Pain the throat variable, some instances being very slight, 
others distressing symptom. likewise the amount 
swelling. This may trifling, may great cases sup- 
purative tonsillitis quinsy, the tonsils meeting the centre, and 
there being much cedema all the pharyngeal tissue. 

The initial chill the patient may slight may pronounced. 
attack vomiting may usher the disease. The temperature may 
rise high point, may never much elevated, and well 
know that too much reliance should not placed the temperature 
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evidence the severity the disease, for some the most 
severely toxic cases the temperature quite low times even subnor- 
mal. The pulse will increase rapidity, and the severer cases will 
become rapid and small. There destruction 
and the severer types the disease the patient rapidly becomes pale, 
the countenance often showing peculiar ashy look, that one can 
make probable diagnosis diphtheria, without even looking the 
throat, when sees child with ashy-gray-looking face, swollen 
neck, and hears the peculiar breathing that tells the obstruction the 
nose and the throat. rendered easier the physician detects the 
horribly offensive odor that comes from the throat many instances. 

The appetite, rule, poor, and many cases severe 
problem how best get the little patient take nourishment. The 
bowels are generally constipated, although may The 
urine diminished amount and high-colored, most febrile 
affections, and trace albumin not all uncommon,—in fact, 
may regarded the rule. 

The duration untreated diphtheria varies from few days 
about two weeks. cases that untreated the termination the dis- 
ease indicated the gradual disappearance the membrane from the 
throat, the subsidence the swelling the neck, the lowering the 
temperature normal, the dropping the pulse-rate, and the return 
the appetite. The patient, has gone through severe attack, 
left weak, and quite prostrate. may show for many weeks 
the effect the serious illness through which has passed. 

The dangers diphtheria and the mode death may perhaps 
grouped follows: First, toxemia. This has already been discussed. 
the cause death perhaps the majority cases, the violent 
poison being absorbed large quantities, which depresses the heart 
and the nerve centres, and interferes with the function the kid- 
ney and other important organs, that death may said result from 
the toxemia per se. Second, death may the result sudden cardiac 
failure. This reality but the result the toxemia already described. 
The manner death, however, here peculiar that deserves 
eeparate classification. The muscle and nerves the heart are fre- 
quently seriously affected, and times—even when the local manifesta- 
tions the disease have disappeared, when the temperature normal, 
when the child beginning eat more, and has even been allowed 
sit bed get out—there sudden failure the heart, death 
instantly. This sometimes preceded rapid, fluttering 
pulse, and cyanosis, gasping respiration, which may 

last for few minutes few hours. This the dreaded death 
diphtheria—sudden failure the heart. Third, there may mechani-

cal obstruction the larynx, constituting the diphtheritic laryngitis, 
diphtheritic croup. few instances diphtheria involves the larynx 
primarily. Almost always, however, there has been primary trouble 
the throat, that the laryngitis secondary. warning the exist- 
ence laryngitis given the hoarse, croupy cough the child, 
the gradual loss the voice, that becomes but whisper, and 
the obstruction becomes more and more marked the difficulty 
breathing, the child becoming more restless, more cyanotic, covered with 
perspiration, the pulse getting weaker, and the efforts inspiration being 
accompanied more and more retraction sinking-in the soft 
parts, such the supraclavicular spaces, the epigastrium, etc. Unless 
surgical interference treatment with antitoxin applied the right 
time, death very common result these cases croup. 
Fourth, death may occur from the spread the disease the trachea, 
bronchi, and the development broncho-pneumonia. some in- 
stances the pneumonia due the inhalation bits exudate from 
the throat from the larynx. Fifth, death may occur from any inter- 
complicating disease, such croupous pneumonia, the 
diphtheria toxin may cause acute Bright’s disease. Sixth, mention 
has already been made secondary mixed infection. this 
meant that the patient infected not only with the diphtheria bacillus, 
but with other germs. The germs true pneumonia already mentioned 
would one instance. The pus germs not infrequently act the same 
time the diphtheria germ. may gain entrance the body 
through the tonsil, and may the cause not only severe local trouble, 
such suppuration the glands the neck suppuration the 
cellular tissue the neck, but may the cause genuine septicemia 
blood-poisoning. This not infrequently the cause death 
diphtheria. times these germs, that produce pus, exert their influence 
locally distant parts the body which they are carried the 
blood. find then that the patient with diphtheria has pus 
the pleural cavity, pus the joints, pus the valves the heart, 
and ulcerative endocarditis. may mentioned here, explaining why 
the antitoxin treatment not always successful, that patient may 
reality die cured his diphtheria, succumbing really septicemia 
induced perhaps some such organism the streptococcus pyogenes 
that is, dying the secondary mixed infection. When think the 
many possible causes and modes death diphtheria, and consider 
the rapidity with which the organism multiplies, the virulence 
toxins, need not wonder the previous high mortality the dis- 


ease when anywhere from ten forty out every hundred died.

prevention and treatment bed-sores have been and are fre- 
quently discussed medical books and nursing journals. But 
subject that often taxes the nurse’s ingenuity the extreme, can- 
not dwelt upon too frequently. 

Many preventive measures are familiar us, the soap-and-water 
bath for cleanliness followed rubbing with alcohol and dusting with 
boric-acid powder boric-acid powder and bismuth subnitrate equal 
parts for dryness; the relief pressure the use air-cushions, cot- 
ton-pads, pillows, water-bed, and frequent change position where 
that possible. 

addition these, there are few measures, not generally used, 
that after thorough test have proved very satisfactory. One simple, 

contrivance used relieve pressure heel, elbow, and 

pig’s bladder, filled two-thirds full either warm cold water, 
the case requires, tied securely, and placed under cotton ring. The 
weight the heel elbow rests the ring, and the tender point rests 
the soft, fluctuating mass. 

the skin inactive, paralysis, there frequent con- 
stant moisture from perspiration involuntary evacuations urine 
feces, the alcohol and acid, are very little value. They 
not prevent the absorption the moisture the skin, and its sub- 
sequent softness excoriation, which commonly followed infection. 

such cases the back should washed with soap and water every 
six eight hours, after every involuntary evacuation, and thoroughly 
rubbed with small amount some oily substance, 
camphorated oil, mixture like the following: 


Mutton tallow, 
Olive oil, 
Carbolic acid, per cent., Mi. 


Render out mutton tallow the back the stove; not brown it. 
Strain through piece muslin; add the olive oil and carbolic acid; 
set dish into cold water, and beat its contents until set. This will make 
ointment the consistency vaseline, and will keep indefinitely. 

the skin needs great deal stimulation, camphorated oil, 
better still castor-oil, may substituted for the olive oil the above 
recipe. 
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When the skin becomes excoriated, the part should cleansed, 
mentioned before, not with soap and water, but with boric-acid solution, 
normal-salt solution, sterile water; then gently painted with oxide 
ointment made into liquid form the addition olive oil, 
and balsam Peru equal parts, castor-oil alone, and 
with clean cloth fastened with binder. Gentle massage 
may used around the excoriated surface with excellent results. 

The treatment bed-sores usually directed the physician. 
But left the nurse, she will find the following method helpful. 

there necrotic tissue suppuration present, she may irrigate 
the cavity once daily with peroxide hydrogen,—one glass syringeful,— 
followed normal-salt solution, boric-acid solution, sterile water. 
Then apply hot boric-acid dressing—one inch thick—every four hours 
until the wound clean. the stimulation the tissues needed, fill 
the cavity with sterile dressing saturated with balsam Peru and 
castor-oil equal parts, bovinine, castor-oil, camphorated oil alone. 
When the depression filled with granulation tissue, can treated 
excoriation.

The subject the care mouths fever nursing equally 
important that prevention bed-sores. 

unclean mouth not only very unpleasant and often painful 
the patient, but source infection. The accumulation food and 
mucus fertile field for the lodgement bacteria. this infected 
material allowed remain, can easily spread the middle ear and 
the mastoid cells and cause abscesses, carried the food the 
already overburdened alimentary tract, add its infection, car- 
ried off waste matter. 

When the accumulation sores profuse and persistent, the pa- 
tient’s mouth ought cleansed after every feeding. This may 
done wrapping two-inch square piece linen gauze, saturated 
with mouth wash, around the little finger, and wiping every portion 
the cavity—not far enough back the tongue provoke nausea. 
necessary clean the throat, small swab may employed. 
For thorough cleaning the mouth several sponges are necessary. These 
may received piece paper and once burned. 

While cleaning the mouth delirious patient, the nurse, for her 
own protection, must place some hard substance between his teeth. 
rubber cork the best, but that not available, fork-handle 
may used. Its prongs must carefully wrapped avoid accident. 
the cork used, the nurse must hold place prevent its falling 
down the patient’s throat.

FRESH AIR AND SUNSHINE

pure air important for healthy persons doubly for the 
sick. often source wonder why many describe minute 
detail the treatment intended for patient and say not single word 
about those important aids, fresh air and sunshine. have simply 
walk from the fresh air out-doors into close, dark room 
which some one has spent the night appreciate the irritating, 
stupefying, disease-producing effects impure air. Many object 
ventilating the room night account breathing the night air. 
True, the night air lacks the purifying and tonic germ-destroying power 
sunlight, but even infinitely better than the foul air the 
poorly ventilated, stuffy room, and every one entitled breathe 
the best and purest air can get, then night breathe the night air. 

Patients are very apt confuse cold air with pure air, but 
not our object introduce cold air into room, but pure, fresh air 
warmed. most cases this can done with slight effort. window 
should down the top and the bottom each couple inches. 
The average storm window nuisance and provocation. 
common practice pull out the two slats supporting the upper sash, 
shorten them two three inches, and put them place again. This 
allows the upper sash drop two three inches, and ventilation 
partly insured. also important that the curtains, there are any, 
pulled aside the top and the blind arranged not interfere 
with the current air. ventilating careful avoid draughts. 
ordinary fireplace excellent means ventilation, as, besides 
warming the pure air, makes the room cheerful. 

the summer months ventilation longer the knotty subject, 
but winter many prejudices are encountered. 

phthisical cases particularly are fresh air and sunshine vast 
importance. This was demonstrated some extent Trudeau’s experi- 
ments with rabbits inoculated with tubercle bacilli. Those kept the 
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dark, damp, poorly-ventilated rooms quickly succumbed, while those 
allowed run wild either recovered altogether most with some 
slight lesion. 

Pasteur found that germs floating the air were generally dead, 
killed, was supposed, the sunshine. Sunlight death the germ, 
and fresh air the greatest antidote microbes. 

When the pure sunlight allowed freely play through our houses, 
besides making the surroundings brighter, well influences the 
inmates, the blood flows more easily, the color brighter, and the 
mind clearer. Shaded people suffer from two evils, first, lack sun- 
shine, the very life and power humanity; second, from impure air. 

the congested centres population where light and air are 
defective that the germ favorably nourished, preserved, and multiplied. 

How important, then, that the care the sick see that the 
irritating narcotic, headache-producing effect dark and ill-ventilated 
rooms shall reduced minimum, and its place abundance 
those all-pervading and simple elements, the invigorating, appetizing, 
and buoyant tonics, fresh air and sunshine. 

There another form sunshine aside from that which received 
from the sun’s rays that immeasurable worth the sick-room, 
namely, cheerfulness. The source this form sunshine usually those 
attendance. the presence and personality the cheerful one 
influence that acts upon others summer warmth the fields and 
forests. Such one has the power call forth the best their patients, 
making them braver and happier. How quickly sunshine acts, bringing 
exhilaration spirits, quickening energy, renewal zest and 
interest living. “Great hearts there are among men,” says Hillis. 
“They carry volume manhood; their presence sunshine; their 
coming changes our climate; they oil the bearings life; their shadows 
always fall behind them; they make right-living easy. Blessed are the 
sunshine carriers! they represent the best forces civilization.” 

Knowing, then, the virtue cheerful countenance, check expres- 
sion when sombre feeling oppresses. say how sad one feels when 
the heart sinks for the moment deepens the inward trouble and spreads 
outside people. One would not spread disease, therefore not 
spread mental distress. The true mission brighten, not darken, life.

women for the profession nursing the Glasgow Royal Infirmary, 
consented so, but with reluctance, hesitating express opinion 
upon system recently inaugurated.

nursing certificate is, therefore, comparatively speaking, worth- 
less, unless one has intimate knowledge the working each hos- 
pital, and knows exactly what its “certificate” represents.

This implies that nurse’s work purely mechanical, requiring 
little mental capacity. days gone by, when the whole treatment 
the sick was different nurse’s work consisting largely 
giving medicines certain intervals, gratifying the patient’s wishes 
much possible, scientific report being required the patient’s 
varying changes and symptoms,—the so-called “training” 
cient. trust the custom now obsolete “ladies” going into hos- 
pital, paying considerable sum, remaining only one year, then receiving 
obtaining appointments considerable importance and assuming the 
title trained nurse.”

glad say that the nurses engaged under the old régime are 
thoroughly appreciating our efforts for their advancement, and are 
largely availing themselves the opportunity for instruction, and are 
relieved from duty for this purpose. course, temporary in- 
convenience, but the ultimate good obtained compensates for that 
and must here offer word thanks generally our nursing staff. 
transition period always trying one more less, but their hearty 
good-will and manner meeting slight difficulties has made task 
easy one.

owe the inception the Boston City Hospital Nurses’ Club 
the efforts the Hon. Henry Sprague, chairman the Training- 
School Committee, and Dr. Rowe, superintendent the 
hospital. 

The outcome their deliberations the subject was the sending 
letter, November, 1891, the widely scattered graduates 
ascertain their attitude towards the formation club. 

This circular letter, signed the Hon. Sprague, Dr. 
Rowe, and Miss Lucy Drown, the superintendent nurses, set 
forth detail the advantages and desirableness such club their 
intentions projected. 

this circular letter were appended three questions: 

Question Are you situated that you generally occasionally 
will attend the meetings nurses’ club? 

the above general basis 

Question Will you join such club organized 

Answers were requested December Numerous and hearty were 
the responses received the letter, showing that the efforts the pro- 
moters the scheme were deeply appreciated the graduates. An- 
swers came from the women who had done the pioneer work the 
Training-School, well from the later grades. 

quote verbatim from the report the first meeting: 

January 1892, forty-five non-resident graduates and fifty resi- 
dent nurses the Boston City Hospital Training-School for Nurses 
met the parlors the Nurses’ Home consider the expediency 
organizing association society, composed the Training- 
School nurses, with the view encouraging and advancing their various 
interests. The meeting was called order Dr. Rowe.” 
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Quite number the graduates had written wish the club suc- 
cess, though for various reasons they were not able attend its meetings. 

Dr. Rowe set forth the aims and projects the proposed club, talk- 
ing along the lines the circular letter, the key-note his remarks 
being esprit corps. 

The nurses, being well-assured the support and countenance 
the hospital authorities, unanimously voted for the formation club. 

The constitution, most comprehensive detail and faultless 
construction, was read and adopted. has served for nine years. 
not think there has been amendment added, by-law adopted, one 
its provisions questioned. 

Section reads: Club established for the benefit the 
graduates and nurses the Boston City Hospital Training-School for 
Nurses, and shall called the Boston City Hospital Nurses’ Club.” 

Undergraduates may members, well graduates, signing the 
roll and attending the meetings being the requirements for member- 
ship. member may invite visitor, with the permission the presi- 
dent. The constitution provides for the reception honorary mem- 
bers, whom Miss Linda Richards one. 

was decided meet the Nurses’ Home the first Tuesday 
each month from November May inclusive, the hour meeting 
eight that time the day nurses the hospital are liberty. 

All officers are elected ballot except the president. The constitu- 
tion reads: superintendent nurses for the time being shall 
president the club.” have been fortunate having the same 
president since our beginning. 

has been customary select the first assistant superintendent 
nurses for vice-president, and graduate, resident the hospital, for 
secretary. The reasons for this choice are apparent. The president and 
the secretary are, officio, members all committees. have had 
frequent changes the vice-presidency, the assistant superintendents 
nurses leave one after another take charge hospitals. There 
have been four secretaries, and one these served ably for over five 
years. 

there expense, except that which voluntarily assumed, 
there treasurer. Our expenses are usually limited the postal 
announcing the subjects for discussion the several dates 
the club meetings. first card was mailed monthly each member, 
but now there printed programme for the season. One these 
announcements mailed each member puts her touch with the work 
for the winter. Occasionally have illustrated lecture, and 
meet the charges contingent having stereopticon views. collection 
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taken some well-attended meeting generally produces funds enough 
for the expenses the season. 

The hospital provides the place meeting and light refreshments. 
The supper served the resident graduates, who act hostesses and 
give the tone the after part the meeting. 

The various committees are composed non-resident and resident 
members due proportion. The date graduation always con- 
sidered, that earlier and later graduates meet intimately. 

Nurses who are doing private nursing who have been elected 
serve some committee may out town long cases, and thus 
unable for time attend the duties devolving them. But they 
find when they appear club, the first Tuesday any month 
November May, that their resident colleagues have ably attended 
several affairs, and there need regret for unavoidable delin- 
quencies. All the appointments, elections, and arrangements tend to- 
wards permanency. The prevailing conditions are duly considered each 
year the Nominating Committee. 

Under our paternal government flourish. Our meetings are 
pleasant and well-attended, except during seasons epidemics. Then 
the non-resident members are decidedly the minority. 

The meetings the club were held the parlors the Nurses’ 
Home till overflowed our boundaries. Then gathered waiting- 
room the Out-Patient Department. This latter place, while lacking 
the homelike appearance the parlors, and perhaps some degree in- 
terfering with the social intercourse, proved more satisfactory from 
acoustic point view, and gave more business-like appearance the 
meetings. The “cups that cheer but not inebriate” are always evi- 
dence, and nightmare may credited the refreshments served. 
now proposed hold the club meetings the spacious reception- 
hall the Vose House, the new Nurses’ Home. This home was made 
possible the benevolence Madam Vose, whose memory will live long 
and keep green other hospitals besides the Boston City Hospital. The 
cheeriness the surroundings the reception-hall should certainly 
provoke displays wit and wisdom, and insure brilliant season the 
club for 1900-1901. 

During the nine years the club’s existence have had papers 
every subject pertaining the nurse. have considered her atti- 
tude the patient, the family, the domestic, and last, but not least, 
the physician. have discussed everybody’s attitude the nurse; 
her clothing, and off cases; hospital uniforms; her diet when she 
provides for herself and when she has eat what others provide. 
have decided what best for her for recreation the allotted time 
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off duty, the waiting between cases, and the vacation period. 
have considered her preparation for entering training-school, her 
varied life different hospitals, her itinerant ministry after graduation, 
and the progressive methods nursing which tend keep her 
plane with the modern nurse. 

have had letters from one our graduates, who now 
English army nurse. Perhaps the Sphinx looks solemnly down her 
training-school badge, which she lost the sands the Egyptian desert, 
and wonders where the Boston City Hospital may be. 

hear from another graduate who doing district nursing 
London, and see how her work differs from the district nurses’ work 
Boston and other American cities. 

the winter 1898-1899 had personal reminiscences from 
Montauk Point, Chickamauga, Chattanooga, Fort Myer, Fortress Mon- 
roe, Tampa, and Cuba. have letters from our graduates Manila. 
feel touch with the world, but the fate our missionary nurse 
China unknown. 

Members the visiting staff physicians and surgeons have kindly 
given pleasant and profitable lectures, ranging from professional sub- 
jects foreign travel. The superintendent, Dr. Rowe, has several 
provided the entertainment for the evening. When the occa- 
sion seemed demand it, the club has had the use the hospital 
amphitheatre, lecture illustrated stereopticon views being more 
effective there. 

would not right close this paper without mentioning the 
annual Christmas gathering the Nurses’ Home. This older than 
the club, but now feature it, and sometimes takes the place 
the January meeting.

the need better protection the public, that there may 
less the dread epidemics infectious diseases, all trained 
nurses may find some opportunity for the realization their ideals. 

Such ideals were very possibly the forces whereby they found their 
places the ranks nurses, and were but vaguely expressed the 
desire for usefulness. 

Even those idealists who rightly wrongly became convinced during 
the period their training, and suffered disappointment the belief 
that machinery has triumphed our hospitals over the impotence the 
individual, may here find scope for their powers. 

The facts that the way long and tedious, the process laborious, 
and the results not always tangible should not deter from putting 
forth every effort and utilizing every means our power lessen the 
spread infectious diseases. 

You ask, How can this accomplished 

answer, many ways.” 

may accomplished largely the practice those precepts 
faithfully taught all our large training-schools, and which relate 
scientific methods disinfection, sterilization, and isolation. may 
furthered the isolation and proper precautions that nurses impose 
upon themselves. 

none these have failed, but too often forget sow the 
seed knowledge and thoughtfulness which shall spring and bear 
fruit—even thousand-fold. 

How many have corrected the idea that less infec- 
tious disease than fever,” and therefore its care demands less 
precaution than typical case, the explanation that while may 
mild form, its infecting principle the same that found serious 
cases, and the necessity for isolation and disinfection equally urgent 

How many, upon hearing scarlet rash” the neighborhood 


among friends, have said, That dangerous. You owe the

others until such time thoughtful medical practitioner pronounces

How many nurses are now clinging the old belief that scarlet 
fever not infectious until desquamation has fairly set in, and how 
many know the precise moment when desquamation begins 

How many realize the fact that certain articles, books used 
persons isolated for these mild attacks, are incapable thorough disin- 
fection, and therefore should destroyed 

know means whereby books may rendered safe unless 
may heat, and that destreys them. The fumes formaldehyde, 
thorough surface disinfectant, will not unless each page sepa- 
rately exposed its influence, which practically impossible. Bor- 
rowed books ought never find their way such patients unless their 
return the owner not expected. 

plea for more thorough precautions the care mild cases 
infectious diseases that would make. There will always un- 
doubtedly harm done and epidemics started unrecognized cases, 
and may that one blameworthy the time unless those who 
should vigilant fail through ignorance, which always blameworthy 
one who assumes responsibility. 

Certuinly trained nurse, with all her wealth practical ex- 
perience, text-book instruction, and teaching the lecture-room, can 
excused she fails any particular.

Dr. the disinfection cloth, bedding, towels, and 
everything that can boiled without injury the simplest and most cer- 
tain method boil them. But clothing soiled with blood and dis- 
charges from wounds from the intestinal discharges allowed dry, 
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and then put into boiling water, permanent stain discoloration 
will produced. The articles boiled should the laundry 
without being allowed dry. soiled articles are put into cold water 
for two hours without any chemicals, the pigments will soak out, and 
then you can put them into hot water, boil them, and thoroughly cleanse 
them without fixing stain. 

great hospital receiving cases typhus and typhoid fever and 
other infectious diseases the general laundry received bedding and 
clothing from all such cases, and these articles are washed, rubbed, and 
boiled together, yet there has never been case infection known 
traceable the articles treated the laundry. believe that there 
danger infection hospital laundry where everything goes 
together—the clothing the doctors, nurses, and patients. But there 
feeling repugnance such mixture which think should 
recognized, and every large laundry recommended, this 
paper, have the articles the physicians and attendants sepa- 
rate laundry for treatment. Keep the washing the sick person sepa- 
rate from the washing the others, but not reason any bacterio- 
logical necessity, because cannot defended that ground.

THE trustees the proposed State Hospital for the Treatment 
Incipient Pulmonary Tuberculosis presented their first annual report 
the State Board Charities November 30. The trustees state that they 
have examined twenty-six sites the Adirondack region for the hospital, 
but that their choice site was narrowed their desire reduce 
the amount truckage necessary the construction and maintenance 
the hospital, and place the institution within mile railway. 
They then state: 

Several sites were visited three and four times, and the end 
September, meeting held Albany, the trustees selected site 
the west end Lake Clear Township 21, the county Franklin. 
the terms Section the act incorporating the institution, such 
site subject the approval the State Board Health and the 
Forest Preserve Board. The Forest Preserve Board visited the site, 
did also Dr. Daniel Lewis, the president the Board Health. 
public hearing was held October these boards approval, but 
decision has yet been rendered.” 

Both the boards plainly intimated that they thought two three 
sites should have been presented for their approval, and examination 
site near Clinton Prison, Dannemora, Clinton County, was 
suggested them, both from the conviction that the site would 
good one for hospital for consumptives, and belief that the labor 
convicts could used the construction the hospital buildings, and 
expense could thus reduced. The report the trustees concludes 
follows 

The appropriation this year granted the Legislature under 
the act incorporation was fifty thousand dollars. The only expenses 
the institution far have been the travelling and other expenses the 
trustees. hope that the site may purchased for from ten thousand 
dollars twelve thousand dollars. More less the appropriation will 
expended this autumn making roads, clearing the ground, preparing 
reconnoissances, surveys, and making preliminary excavations, but cer- 
tainly some part our appropriation will remain unused. the 
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amount required for operating expenses next year, may said 
that there little probability the hospital being ready for the re- 
ception patients before next autumn the earliest that need only 
ask for small amount, and this amount rather the nature 
precaution. But think that the sum twenty-one thousand six hun- 
dred dollars should set aside precaution for the maintenance the 
hospital during the months October, November, and December case 
should ready for patients that time. regard the amount 
appropriated for the construction the hospital the next Legisla- 
ture, are the opinion that hospital cannot built and equipped 
under two hundred thousand dollars, and may add that our opinion 
formed from information given lately the State Architect. The 
preliminary plans for the hospital are now being prepared Mr. Heins. 
our purpose submit copies these plans number prominent 
medical men America and Europe for their criticism and suggestions, 
that when they are laid before you they will present the result the 
best medical expert judgment that can obtain.”

THE ORGANIZATION AND MANAGEMENT CLUBS AND 
HOMES FOR GRADUATE NURSES* 


subject this paper one considerable complexity, upon 
which can formulate hard and fast rules, yet general 
topic much importance the well-being the graduate nurse that 
should command our most serious consideration and call forth our best 
efforts. 

Since the services the graduate nurse have become recognized 
necessity the skilful and successful treatment disease, much diffi- 
culty has been experienced physicians and the public ascertaining 
just where nurse could found and how reach her the shortest 
possible time. 

Within the writer’s memory the doctors this city were the 
habit driving about, calling the various houses, this time-consuming 
method looking nurse being preferable trusting the uncer- 
tain messenger boy; but with the advent the telephone all this was 
changed; the busy man longer had time for house-to-house visita- 
tion, but called the nurse, who was fortunate enough have tele- 
phone. little later this man, growing busier all the time, takes ad- 
vantage the fact that certain house are several nurses; 
can’t get one, may another. the demand has grown until the club- 
house has become absolute necessity from business stand-point 
from other. 

The chief difficulty organizing club this kind due largely 
the fact that after leaving the school the nurses’ ways become diver- 
gent, their social and business relations through the force circum- 
stances tending separate them, all which detracts from the loyalty 
they owe their school and each other; thus gather together 
band graduate nurses, coming from different parts the country

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with different ideas and temperaments, for the purpose propagating 
successful union task not easily accomplished. 

The history the different associations very nearly similar. 
Each one experiences proportion its membership alarming de- 
ficiency interest this work. great this deficiency that to-day 
our own city, with its ten more large training-schools, there are 
only three club-houses that are recognized having been founded 
the nurses, for the nurses, and governed the nurses; other cities 
throughout the country similar condition exists. 

The increasing demand for graduate renders more and 
more imperative that there should organization, that each association 
should have its own club, not merely nominal character, but real, 
with settled laws and regulations membership and management. 

order that there should successful organization neces- 
sary the outset that there should first strong feeling fellow- 
ship, vigorous allegiance one’s school, and general concentration 
energies for mutual good. expressed the preamble our 
constitution: “The object this association shall promote the 
usefulness, honor, and interests this school and the nursing pro- 
fession generally, advance friendly intercourse among nurses, and 
encourage unity action the profession.” 

One does not promote the usefulness, honor, and interests her 
own school, still less the nursing profession generally, when, upon 
receiving her diploma, she goes out among the laity, they taking her 
upon the good word that school which graduated her, performs her 
work, ever well done, receives her salary, goes home, amuses her- 
self, and then another case: repeat, her work ever well done, 
such one does not promote the usefulness, honor, interests her 
school: preserve you will, but promote—no. 

There devolves upon that nurse moral responsibility further 
the interests the school which vouches for her and gives her stand- 
ing the professional world. Hers manifest duty. And how per- 
form that duty? organizing her club and instituting her study 
course the interest furthered, for only contact with our co- 
workers and the interchange ideas that progress made, there 
being much truth the charge that steadfastness opinion, the con- 
viction that your way the only way, and indifference new ideas 
are the first signs approaching age.

Once organized, how shall the esprit corps maintained? 
cannot imagine even attempt without trained nurse the 
head, one the body, for there are constantly arising questions 
ethics the finer points which woman not nurse could not possibly 
appreciate. 

After organization numerous obligations spring up. The question 
arises, how shall such obligations met? Shall the members held 
directly responsible for the support and maintenance the club, 
shall such responsibility devolve upon one person? Evidently the 
existence and prosperity the club assured, there must some 
well-organized system providing for its support and management. 
The success such undertaking must depend largely upon the sup- 
port each member gives; hence would seem that the welfare the 
association would best promoted rendering the members body 
responsible. 

Further than this, little need said regard management, for 
the organization well founded, the question management will 
adjust itself great measure meet the requirements the club. 
The one fact emphasized that the liability for support should 
vested the members body, and the aid and support due from 
each well-defined; thus working union will secured, harmony 
promoted, and the security the association assured.

ORGANIZATION NOTES AND CURRENT EVENTS 


TRAINING-HOMES THE VICTORIAN ORDER NURSES 
FOR CANADA 


THERE are two Training-Homes connection with the Victorian Order 
Nurses where special training district nursing given. These are Montreal 
and Toronto respectively. 

The word home truly expresses the congenial atmosphere which nurse finds 
there. Every effort made the local boards these cities provide both 
well and liberally for the nurses’ comfort, and the district superintendent 
each case verily home-maker. 

Nurses who hold diploma any recognized hospital training-school, who 
have had training maternity nursing, who have knowledge the care 
infectious cases, and who can furnish testimonials work well done since the 
completion their hospital training, may admitted one these homes for 
course six months district nursing. The first month they are probation, 
and wear their school uniform; during this period they show adaptability 
for this particular branch nursing, and their wish take the full 
course, the end the month they are given the uniform prescribed the 
order. allowance fifteen dollars month with maintenance provided 
from the time the nurse’s entrance. 

‘The uniform English print three shades blue, large white apron 
with bib, turned-over collar and cuffs, and linen cap. The out-door uniform 
consists dark-blue ulster and blue sailor-hat. The nurses carry leather bag 
equipped with necessaries required for either maternity surgical cases; they 
may also have occasionally carry bundle fresh linen from the loan supply. 

The district lady superintendents make regular visits with their nurses and 
teach them how get ready ideal sick-room the home those who are 
living poverty and dirt; but, alas! there are instances where this very im- 
portant change cannot accomplished. The nurses learn into the homes 
the sick with cheerfulness and readiness perform their auties which 
are themselves tonic their patients, and also try inspire the children 
with some appreciation cleanliness. one instance, where the nurse was 
caring for mother during her eighth confinement, the children, rising above 
each other like tiny steps, were uncared for and the whole house was very dirty. 
few mornings after the nurse’s first visit, the eldest little girl, aged seven, 
ran the door greet her her arrival. Her face was shining with the appli- 
cation soap and water, and she exclaimed, wash face, comb hair all day.” 

The nurses are continually urged make effort instil into the minds 
the people with whom they thus come contact the fundamental rules good 
381 
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health, namely, cleanliness, fresh air, and simple and properly cooked food. But 
unless they have the power imparting knowledge these very important 
subjects, and are prepared tactful and pleasing manner, they have 
made mistake their choice profession. not enough for nurses 
preach these subjects, they must practise them the home life. nurse 
who careless about airing her own bed before making it, neglectful her 
articles toilet, wears her hair frizzed and untidy, and pins her apron instead 
buttoning it, not the nurse for the Victorian Order. One who does district 
nursing must herself paragon cleanliness and neatness, she incapable 
becoming health missionary.” 

Each the Training-Homes contains the nucleus library, which are 
found such books have been published district nursing. The nursing 
magazines are subscribed for, and every effort made render the course 
educative possible. the demand for the services the district nurses 
becomes greater, larger classes will have formed, and then regular course 
lectures will given. 

The nurses rise six-thirty and breakfast seven; then they attend 
prayers, put their rooms order, and are ready start out their rounds 
eight o’clock. order husband both their time and strength, the trams are 
freely made use of. 

Three four patients may made comfortable one nurse the course 
the morning. chart and report-sheet, showing the condition the patient, 
are kept opaque envelope the sick-room for the benefit the doctors. 
The latter write down their orders, and thus often happens that they and the 
nurses may see many cases through without the necessity meeting. 

The nurses return the home for dinner one o’clock, after which they 
make ready their bags for the afternoon visits. The remainder the time 
spent rest and study until quarter four, when they take cup tea 
before again into the districts. Supper seven-thirty, and after pre- 
paring the bags for the next day’s work and attending their record and time- 
books, the rest the evening until bed-time for recreation. 

The nurses are off duty for several hours consecutively every 
one free afternoon week granted each nurse unless special press work 
makes this impossible. There are occasional night calls, but the Montreal 
home nurse engaged for this special work. 

This brief sketch the daily routine the Victorian Order Training-Homes 
will supplemented later account the admission nurse the 
order itself after her district training completed, and the kind work she 
may called upon perform.

Those who 
have desired give our mother training-schools the place our respect 
which the pioneer should command have always regretted the way which 
has tenaciously clung its original standard, and welcome the fact that 
last this raised.

SOUTH AFRICA 


been here now over two months, having left England August 
You may guess how delighted was have the chance active service, though 
matter fact got here rather late for the active part it. Twenty 
came out together, and only one has had the good fortune sent 
country. The rest are all base hospitals. There are number these 
within few miles Cape Town, the chief them being Wynberg, Woodstock, 
Simon’s Town, and Greenpoint. The latter seems the whole have the best 
hospital for work, though happens none them are very busy just now. 
The enteric and dysentery season has only just begun, and doubt another 
month there will plenty do. this camp have two large compounds 
for the Boer prisoners, whom there are about four five thousand. There 
hospital for light cases the compound, but also have ward here for 
serious cases 

have had charge this ward for month day and now have night, 
change from day night duty every month. have been very glad have 
this chance making acquaintance with “our friend the enemy.” They make 
good patients and many them are very nice fellows. One cannot help feeling 
sorry for some them, for they have lost everything this war. There was 
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one man here short time ago who had his father and four brothers killed 
one engagement, and his farm has since been burnt and his mother and sisters 
sent away, and this only one many such cases. 

When this war over must surely great problem what with the 
many thousand prisoners our hands. Every week have fresh troops 
them sent here, and then the new ones arrive they send the old ones 
Ceylon St. Helena. strange sight see them arriving from country, 
and see plenty them, for they all come past our quarters, which are close 
the roadside. Two hundred them passed last Thursday, surrounded 
large escort; such motley group old and young,—boys even who did not 
look more than sixteen, and old men with long white beards,—and they all looked 
tired and worn out, dirty and ragged; some could hardly walk and were being 
helped along the escort, and all carried big bundles clothes, cooking uten- 
sils, and such like articles. One cannot help thinking they must glad 
shut the compound, where they will have more fighting and marching 
and able rest. Once there they are very well looked after, have sports 
all kinds amuse them, whilst new clothes and even luxuries are given them 
the Dutch Committee Cape Town, who subscribe hundreds pounds for 
the prisoners, the Government sanctioning their doing. This country full 
pro-Boers, and one can never feel sure whether one’s acquaintance friend 
foe. 

Our hospital work here rather contrast that civil hospital,—in 
fact, military work altogether original. Tommy fortunately model patient 
and never complains. course, now things are much better than they were 
the beginning the war, but then there was some excuse medical appliances, 
ete., ran short; now there cannot any, and yet have without many 
things which would considered necessary any civilian hospital. 

The system orderlies always seems such faulty one. Some orderlies are 
good enough for day work, they can well looked after, but night they 
are most unreliable, for they cannot will not keep awake, and you have 
cases the ward and are not able yourself there all the time, you are 
never sure what may happen. civilian nurses course good deal 
work ourselves, though the regular army Sisters seem consider much beneath 
their dignity and rather despise for the energy show. 

This war will have done some good only exposes the deficiencies the 
army medical service. saw Miss few days ago.

Each ward separate hut built wood 
with galvanized sheeting outside; each contains about thirty-six beds. have 
some rather bad cases now the wards, have make frequent rounds, the 
orderlies would sure sleep. two huts are close the Boer 
compound. 

now four a.M., and the prisoners are already singing their morning 
psalms. They seem most religious kind people, for they hold these 
services three four times day, and when there are over two thousand voices 
singing together you may imagine the effect most impressive. They sing all 
their psalms monotonous, drawling tunes, Old Hundred” being one their 
favorites. 

have been trying pick Dutch since have been here. not very 
difficult learn. Many the Boers can speak English, but often they pretend 
they cannot, for they hate that they will not speak our language. 
get other than Dutch from the compound; just now have 
Frenchman, German, and Englishman. The latter tried first pass him- 
self off Dutch, but becoming delirious soon betrayed himself. hard 
have much sympathy with these men, but with the poor Boer different, for 
has, after all, been fighting for his home and country, and one can only admire 
him for it.

DEATH MISS ELLEN WOOD

William Bayard Cutting, Miss Anna Maxwell, Miss Louisa Lee Schuyler, 
Miss Irene Sutliffe, all New York; Mrs. Joseph Hobson, Washington, and 
Miss Meredith, Philadelphia. 

“The chairman, Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, stated that before entering upon the 
business the meeting was her duty announce the committee the deata 
one its most honored members, Miss Ellen Wood, Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, August 1900. She desired express her sense the great loss sus- 
tained the committee. 

“Miss Schuyler said that the circumstances connected with the death 
Miss Wood were exceptional character that they deserved special mention. 
Going abroad for her health last summer, accompanied her father and sister, 
the vessel had left New York but few days when came Miss Wood’s 
knowledge that one the seamen was ill with pneumonia. There was one 
board who knew how nurse him, and she offered her services. her 
enfeebled condition, caused devotion our sick soldiers Fort Hamilton 
through the late war and subsequent drafts upon her strength, she nursed 
the man through the long voyage. recovered. She was taken ill with typhoid 
fever and died shortly after landing Copenhagen. she had 
ready help where help was needed, able, strong, tender, most unselfish,— 
she died, heroic death, literally giving her life for the life another. 

Miss Schuyler read part letter from Mrs. Winthrop Cowdin, which 
she speaks Miss Wood with the greatest esteem and affection, adding: Her 
life, touchingly beautiful her service for others, one her friends will 
never forget.’ 

Maxwell and others recalled Miss Wood’s presence the last meet- 
ing the committee, May, and spoke the nobility her life and char- 
acter. 
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“Miss Maxwell offered the following minute: 

with profound sorrow that record the death Miss Ellen 
Wood, which occurred Copenhagen, Denmark, August 1900. the death 
Miss Wood, who was eminent her community for works love and 
charity and helpfulness others, this committee and the nursing profession 
have lost most valued member. From her experience during the late war 
Miss Wood felt strongly the necessity securing permanency for the intelligent, 
responsible nursing our soldiers, and she entered into the work the com- 
mittee with enthusiasm. clear insight, mature judgment, and convincing 
argument have been valuable aids the advancement the cause the Army 
Nursing Service Bill.’
